Grandpa was reared on a 
farm and has always farmed 
for his living, and he has great 
sympathy for the farmers of 
today. He joined the ‘Grange’ 
first, and later joined the “Far- 
mers Alliance.” E. D. Byrd 
was made president and A. J. 
Wise, vice-president, and he 
was also County District Lee- 
turer and business agent.. 
Along then the Farmers Alli- 
ance went info polities and he 
then quit that and entered 
Democracy, and was one of 
the elected men to help organ- 
ize the county. The Farmers 
Alliance was then 1600 strong 
in the county, and the Democ- 


racy was only 700 strong. 
When. the. oveanization met 
they elected Grandpa chair- 


man of the Exeeutive Commit- 
tee and he put his whole life, 
manhood and power against 
the Alliance, and in only a 
short time the county was re- 
deemed and Democracy was 
restored. Today Grandpa be- 
lieves in Democracy. He has 
never voted anything but a 
Democratic ticket, and he deep 
ly deplores the condition which 
the Northeast and Northwest 
Districts are in today. He 
served continuously as a Jus- 
tice of the Peace for 87 years, 

Grandpa Wise joined the 
Masonic Lodge, A. F, and A. 
M., in 1889 at Pea River Lodge 
and was elected Grand Master 
and served for 13 years, He 
was later demitted from Pea 
River Lodge and put at Enter.

tally blind in his right eye, but 
could see with his left eye 
some, but not enough to read 
or write—he could only see 
the bulk of anything. In Octo- 
ber 1922, he went to Dr. Hop- 
kins of Dothan, and had the 
cataract removed, and in 30 
days a second cataract devel- 
oped. Dr. Hopkins then nee- 
dled his eye, put glasses on, 
and in 1923-24, he had vision 
to make small crops and went 
where he pleased without the 
help of others. 

On Sunday night, April 12, 
1925,his eye became inflamed 
and by 9:00 o’clock Monday 
morning he was totally blind. 
He was rushed to Dr. Hopkins’ 
hospital that day and put un- 
der treatment for day and 
night until Thursday morning 
following, when he had to hav« 
it removed. Then it left him 
in black darkness for the re- 
mainder of his days, without a 
vay of light, or hope. Those 
who were called to his bedside 
at Dothan and went, were: 
Grandmother, Mrs. H. FE. Mar. 
tin, Mrs. D. L. Martin, Mrs. J. 
P. Martin and Mrs. J. L. 
Vaughn, his four daughters; 
M. L. Wise, J. V. Wise, and W. 
W. Wise; the other three sons 
lived so far away they did not 
attend. All was done for him 
that doctors and loving hands 
could do, but nothing could 
restore his eyesight. 

Nothing is left him now but 
human voices and memories. 
The fact dawns on him some- 
times of his sad condition with 
such irresistible force that he 
collapses with nervous prostra- 
tion and weeps like a child. 

Grandpa is the father of ten 
children, all of whom are liv- 
ing; 48 living grand children 
and 25 great-grand children. 
Grandpa and grandma are liv- 
ing at their old home and will 
be there until death separates 
hem. Grandpa walks around 
and feels his way in darkness. 
Grandpa, oh! how sad it is for
